 Swill-ask for an order allowing separate 


trials for the four defendants. Counsel 
for the accused will seek permission to 
inspect the Grand Jury minutes of 1922 
-and permission to look at the calling 
card alleged to bear the fingerprints 
of Willie Stevens, one defendant. 

The card: Was propped against the 
shoe of “the Rev. Dr. Edward W. Hall 
when he and Mrs. Eleanor R. Mills 
were found murdered four years ago 
on the Phillips farm, near New Bruns- 
wick. . Senator Simpson has alleged 
that marks on the card were made by 
Willie Stevens. Others charged with 
the crime are the widow of the clergy- 
man, Mrs. Frances Stevens Hall; her 
other brother, Henry Stevens, and her 
cousin, Henry de la Bruyere Carpender. 

The: move by the defense to look at 
the minutes of the Grand Jury which 
refused to indict Mrs. Hall will be 
“opposed by Senator Simpson. He/“will 
also fight the defense effort to examine 
the calling card, which is a vital link 
in the State’s case, because another 
set of fingerprints appear on the back 
of the card. 


Hearing Saturday Morning. 

“My. motion for severance,’’ said the 
special prosecutor, ‘‘will be argued at 
10 A. M. on Saturday: in’the Court of 
Oyer and Terminer, composed of

EXPECTS INDICTMENTS — 
IN MILK INQUIRY 


Justice Kelby Says He Has Eui- 
dence Against Several—T o Hold 


Three Hearings a Week. 








, 





When —— Justice Charles H. Kel- 


by, appointed by the Mayor as Special 


Corporation ‘Counsel to conduct the in- 
vestigation into milk graft in the 
Health Department, came out. of the 
third hearing to examine witnesses 
and to consider_documentary evidence 
he said yesterday afternoon that al- 
though he had but scratched the sur- 
face he had already gathered evidence 
upon which presentments to the Grand 
Jury could be made. He gave it as 
his opinion that the evidence so far 
disclosed ‘would lead to tne indictment 
of several persons. He would not say 
whether these persons were in the 
Health Department or out of it. ‘ 

“Our position,’’ he said, ‘is simply 
that of a District Attorney. We are 
gathering evidence upon which indict- 
ments ean be found and prosecutions 
instituted. From the mass of docu- 
ments given by Commissioner Harris 
I believe that the trail of graft will 
lead: into other branches of the Health 
Department besides that in milk and 
cream, which we.are now uncovering. I 
have not gone into this as yet.

DENIES RESERVOIR LEAKS 
City Took 436,000,000 Gallons Out 
of Ashokan Sunday—dAverage 


inflow Is Only 135,000,000. 
—— — 

William W. Brush, Deputy Chief En- 
gineer of the Department of Water 
Supply, Gas and Electricity, when 
asked yesterday to explain in more 
detail the conditions which threatened 
a shortage in the city’s water supply, 
said: 

“"The normal average flow of water 
during September into the Ashokan 
reservoir is about 135,000,000 gallons 
daily. The average daily flow into the 


4 reservoir for the present month of Sep- 


tember has been only about 70,000,000 
gallons. The rainfall of last Saturday 
throughout the: Catskill ‘watershed 
amounted to only .36 of an inch. This 
has brought up the daily flow into the 


|| Ashokan to approximately 100,000,000 


gallons. 

‘But there wes drawn out from the 
reservoir for the city’s use last Satur- 
day 367,000,000 gallons and on Sunday 
436,000,000 gallons. There is no truth 
in reports that there is a leak in the 
reservoir walls. ‘There is always a 
small amount of seepage through the 
dam, but the quantity of water lost 
in this way is negligible and it is less 


than might be expected through a dam, 


of this character of construction. 

‘We are employing all our pumping 
facilities and the city has been draw- 
ing water out of the Croton reservoir 
all Summer to conserve to some extent 
the supply in the Ashokan. The water 
in the Kensico reservoir is strictly a 
reserve supply and it has not yet been 
drawn upon. * 

“As for danger of low pressure or 
lack of water for fire fighting pur- 
poses, there need be no alarm on that 
score. Regardless of actual or pros- 
pective shortage in the reservoirs, a 
normal pressure is always maintained 
in the high pressure system of water 
mains maintained by the city as & pro- 
tection against fire.’’ 

Mr. Brush suggested that house- 
holders beé watchful to stop all leaks 
in water pipes, connections or faucets 
and that they should exercise economy 
in the use of water. He thought that 
now that the Summer months had 
passed, the use of garden hose for 
sprinkling pavements, shrubbery or 
grass might be dispensed with or 
greatly curtailed. 

The Deputy Chief Engineer said that, 
even if there should not be another 
drop of rainfall in the watershed for 
three months, the city, at the rate at 
which water is now flowing into the 
Ashokan reservoir and by drawing 
also upon its reserve in the Kensico 
reservoir, could struggle along until 
next Christmas without facing actual 
water famine conditions.

CHICAGO, Sept. 27 (4).—The Michel- 
son-Morley experiment of 1883, on the 
negative results of which Einstein 
based his celebrated. theory of rela-

His statement, 
prepared at the — * * Alumni 
News, said: 

“Columbia University is one of the 
few institutions that is modeted upon 
a definite plan of organization and 
Lwork, which plan has had the enthu- 
siastic support of a great and growing 
company of scholars for a long gener- 
ation of men. 

“The ideals of — and sef¥ice 
have been persistently pursued, and the 
university’s great national and inter- 
national influence and repute “are due 
chiefly to that fact. Experience has 
indicated through the-years where im-} 
provements in organization’ or in ad- 
ministration could be made, but the 
underlying principles upon which the 
university rests are unaltered and un- 
touched. 

“It is one of the unfortunate charac- 
teristics of the time in which we live 
that size and quantitative measure- 
ments count for so much in the public 
mind. 

*“‘We constantly read that Columbia 
University is the largest university in 
the world. We are told without ceas- 
ing that Oolumbia University is: the 
richest university in the world.

This is the first of a series of four 
articles discussing the world’s series 
contenders.

Hitting is six-tenths of the modern 
world’s series. In the old days the 
wise men averred that pitching was 
_ 65. per cent. of the victory, but that 
was a generation which saw Matty, 
Miner Brown, Ed Walsh, Nick Alt- 
rock, Alexander. and Johnson at their 
best, Rube Marquard | and others of 
the oid masters— 

It’s the punch that wins nowadays. 
Beginning in 1921 John McGraw, with 
only a fair to middling pitching staff, 
won two world’s. series and lost two 
others only by the skin: of his teeth, 
There are no Mattys, Browns and 
Walshes lurking on the Modern ros- 
ters. ‘‘Hitless wonders’’ might get by 
in 1906, but the hard punchers are in 
the limelight now, ‘as “witness the 


Giants of 1921 and 1922, the Yanks of 
1923 and the Pirates of 1925. 


In a way, of course, hitting is the/ 


converse of pitching. Good pitching on 
one side means light hitting on the 
other. It is impossible to separate 
batting from pitching, but the days 
are gone when the twirler stood astride 
the world’s series like some Colossus. 

There are no more Walshes and Alt- 
rocks to cry, “‘“Give me a run or two 
and I’ll do the rest.“ With the ad- 
vent of the lively ball, smaller fields, 
heavier bats and hitters who “swing 
from the handle,’’ a strong pitching 
staff does not mean as much as it did 
in the good old days. 

Which brings us down to the little 
matter of the Yankees and *Cardinals. 
You. will hear it said that the Yanks’ 
are the better hitters; that their long- 
range batteries. will shell the Cardinals 
right out of the park; that if Mur- 
derers’ Row ever gets started the se- 
ries will be what Hank Gowdy would 
call a ‘‘breeze.”’ 


Yanks’ Hitting Overrated. 


Asa matter of fact, the Yanks are 
overrated as hitters. They have never 
hit up to their Spring and early-Sum- 
' mer form, when they batted well over 

.300, and mutdered pitchers impar- 
tially and got the reputation generally 
for being fence-busters and heart- 
breakers. 

True, they are good hitters, but not 
nearly so powerful as several of Miller 
Hugegins’s other teams and not s0 
powerful as a_ half-dozen outfits in 
recent vears. For one ththg, they lack 
balanced hitting strength. They have 
four .300 hitters, but then comes a 
drop to .284,-to .276, then to .269 and 
finally to .260. 

The Cardinals also have four men, in 
the .300 division, but the next batter 
sports a .297 mark and the next. .292. 
Here are six athletes virtually in the 
.300 caterory, whereas the Yanks have 
only four who could be termed, by any 
stretch of the imagination, .300 hitters. 

Taking the averages of the eight 
men who will presumably play regu- 
larly, the Cardinals have a team mark 
of .c004, the Yankees .3003. This leaves 


out the pitchers and extra catchers} 


and pinch hitters and other lads who 
may break ‘into the series and again 
may not. 
Between .3004 and .3003 there isn't 
much of a margin; and for practical 
urposes the Cards are as trenchant 
itters as the Yanks. As argued above, 
the Cards are better balanced. They 
have no man like Ruth, who booms 
the ball for a .370 mark, but they do 
have six men who range from .329 to 
.292—anhy one of them likely to step 
forward and break up the ball game. 
If Ruth is ‘stopped you have dealt) 
a severe ‘blow to the Yankee punch, : 
but if Hornsby or Bell or Southworth 
is stopped you have five other spring- 
a as gh the arena with a dangerous 
clu 


‘Giants Stopped Ruth. 


The Giants, one of the best world’s 
geries teams ever known, had the same 
balanced batting order. They stopped 
Ruth in two series and the. Yankee 


attack crumpled. Every one of the 
Giants could hit pretty well. A pitcher 
can concentrate on one individual and 
maybe get by, but it is a different 
_ matter when you have six or more 

opponents to deal with, any and all of 
them dangerous. 

Now look ‘at the other side of the 
picture. The Yanks are longer hitters 
than Mr. Hornsby’s students, which 
may mean considerable in a field the 
size of Sportsman’s Park. They had 
made twelve more doubles, twenty-six 
more homers and six fewer triples in 
the averages up to the last few games 
of the season. The Yanks made forty- 
five fewer hits but sixteen more runs 
in two iess games. 

The Yanks are better waiters and 
draw_more bases on balls—principally 
because of Ruth—and they have turned 
these gifts into runs by following them 
up with ringing hits. The Hugmen 
have made more runs than St. Louis. 
cn fewer hits and in fewer games—a 
fact worth pondering over in the next 
few days. 

This would indicate a greater com- 
pactness of attack. For several yearg 
the Cards have been known as a team 
which wastes many hits, and it seems 
that they haven't got over the ailment. 

The Yanks are not wasting’hits or 
bases on bails either. The figures 
show that they are taking advantage 
of both. A walk to Ruth isn’t always 
a victory for the pitcher, when there 
are other lads waiting to come up and 

pel George Herman over the plate. 
—9— a short park, especially one with 
a short right field, the Yanks are at 
their best. The Indians ruined them- 
selves by putting spectators in right 
field in the big Sunday game recently, 
for the Yanks promptly slapped five or 
more fervent drives into that sector. 
They have always hit better’ at St. 
T.ouis than anywhere else on the road, 
for the simple reason that the majority 
of them are right-field hitters. 


Cards More Versatile. 


In versatility of attack we favor the 
Cardinals. The Yanks are straight- 
away hitters, mediocre bunters, not 


much good with the sacrifice bunt. 
They are better trying for two runs 
than one, better trying for three 
than two. Put the Yanks one run be- 
hind and trying for that one run, with 
ent attempts to bunt, and you 


have them at.their worst. Give them) 


a two or three-run deficit, and. tell 
them to go.out and hit, and you. may 
see things begin to happen. 

, This is apt to be a defect in a world’s 
series, where the games are likely to 
be closer ar 1 harder-fought and where 
-one run..may loom higher than the

It’s simply a Matter of the physica! 
make-up of the two teams. ofnsby 
has the men for several kinds of at- 
tack; Huggins hasn’t. One of the fin-~ 
est bunters of his own generation, Hug 
can’t play the game that common 
sense dictates in a tight contest. The 
best bunter on his team is Ruth; and 
to‘ask Ruth to bunt is a crime, except 
as a surprise manoeuvre. 

On the hit-and-run the Yanks have a 
slight edge, with their right fidétd hit- 
ters. They are excellent as hitting be- 
hind the runner—one of the Giants’ old 
tricks. 

As base runners the two teams are 
even—neither great but both good. 
They do not go in much for base steal- 
ing, but on the sweep from first to 
third or from second to the plate they 
have several men of speed and fine 
judgment. 


“ High-Powered Base Runmers: 


The base running on both "sides 
should be high-class, with few of the 
mistakes that characterized, say the 
Yanks of a few years ago. Ruth, 
‘Teusel, Lazzeri, Combs, Hornsby, 
Southworth, Douthit are all — and 
able men afoot. 

The distribution of left and right 
handed hitters favors the Cards, who 
have only two southpaw swingers, Bot- 
tomley and Southworth. Bottomley, 
when h@is right, can hit all kinds of 
pitching and Southworth is fairly good 
against southpaws. 

In this category the Yanks have 
Ruth, Gehrig and Combs, with Koenig 


a turn-around hitter about as good 
against one brand as against the other. 


All pitchers look alike to Ruth, but/ 


Combs has been yanked this year 
against .left-handers and replaced by 
1 Paschal, who has not come up to ex- 
pectations.. There the, Yanks are 
weakened in both hitting and fielding. 
Gehrig is not weak against the fork- 
handers, but a good one; on the order 
of Slow-Ball Billy Sherdel, 

would fool fhe ex-Columbian. 

The fact that Pennock and Ruether, 
two of Huggins’s three best bets, are 
left-handed means that the Yanks are 
handicapped meeting a team which has 
no. fears in that direction. 

Any discussion of hitting gets back 
to the original premise that the Car- 
dinals are better balanced down the 
batting order. The Yanks have their 
strength ‘crammed into the upper part 
—Combs, Meusel, Ruth and Gehrig. 
Further down Lazzeri has been unim- 
pressive in recent -weeks and Dugan, 
a great Spring-hitter, has been very. 
weak since his mid-season layoff. 
Severeid and:Collins are not the equal 
of O’Farrell, oné of the timeliest bat- 
ters in the rival list. 

When you've waded throuzh Dout- 
hit, Southworth, Hornsby, Bottomley 
and Bell, you aren’t through. Hafey 
is not the most @g$ngerous man in the 
world, but ©Q’Farrell is a hard nut and 
even little Thevenow, with his .255 bat- 
ting mark, is a rattling good man in 
a pinch. 

If it’s the ptinch that counts’ the 
Cards will have a word or two to say 
on their own account. With one mur- 
derers’ row against another the vital

THE WAR GUILT DEBATE. 

So frequently and suddenly is the 
League of Nations in the habit of 
dying that any moment may bring us 
the latest mortuary bulletin. It may 
be ‘based on the interchange of views 
between Herr STRESEMANN and M. 
POINCARE respecting Germany's re- 
sponsibility for the World War. Herr 
STRESEMANN at Geneva was tactful.; 
It was feared that he would seize the 
occasion, of Germany’s entry into the 
League to assert his country’s inno- 
cence of the crimes. attributed to her 
by the Treaty of Versailles. But in- 
stead of the past the German Foreign 
Minister. emphasized the futute. Only 
on his return to Berlin did he express 
the opinion that the enthusiasm with 
which Germany was _ received at 
Geneva demonstrated that sole re- 
sponsibility for the war no longer 
rested upon her. This statement of 
opinion PoINCARE has countered with 
a reaffirmation of German guilt. The 
Kaiser did precipitate the war, and 
republican Germany can soonest pro- 
|'mote-the work of reconciliation by 
admitting the misdeeds of her former 
rulers. 

There are those who hold that the 
question of war guilt is of the highest 
significance for the future of Europe.. 
From this point of view Germany's 
entry into: the. League-is chiefly im- 
portant because it supplies her with a 
forum for debating the question, With 
Germany’s guilt or innocence are 
bound up the settlements of Versailles. 
If Germany’s innocence is established 
—so ‘the. argument runs—then repara- 
tions, frontier changes, colonial an- 
nexations all come up for reconsidera- 
tion and revision. But if this is the: 
— inexorable, logical” result of -Ger- 
many’s membership in the League,,. it 
is strange that German. policy since 
Locarno hag proceeded on a different 
theory. Herr STRESEMANN may believe 
that his country was not guilty of 
bringing on the war, but he has not 
made this belief the. basis for a de- 
mand for a restoration of Alsace-Lor- 
raine. Germany has entered into a 
treaty with France in which she re- 
}nounces for all time her. claims on 


the return of the Sarre, Eupen and / 
Malmedy, but is holding out. a large 
offer of. cash for «them; She has 
pledged herself not to seek a revision

| Obstacles and difficulties with which 


the printer “had to contend in those 
first days of the art are, understood. 
First. was the necessity .of designing 
and cutting the first fonts of type. 
These were based naturally upon the 
hand-lettering of that period, and, 
as Mr.’Orcutt observes, tended to 


hand, but with this obvious merit, 
that in order to compete. with the 
hand-lettered volumes it was impera- 
tive to print.the pages with artistic 
taste. ‘Then the compositor had to 
be made. Jt was a new. art.. There 
was no manual of instructions. It 
is surmised that GuTENBERG had to 
teach .the apprentice_ the method of 
joining~ thé ‘letters together if - the 
rude precursor of the printer's com- 
posing stick,” which was both the 
utensil and the symbol of his ‘trade 
before the coming of the typesetting 
machines. Then, there were no proper 
iron “ chases” in which to.“lock up” 
the pages of type. This explains the 
frequent bulging out at the sides. 

There were still other difficulties 
to be overcome, which only ane famil- 
iar with the ways of movable types 
can understand, and these were in- 
creased when it was decided to put 
two lines more on the’ page without 
increasing..its size, Types with ex- 
tended ‘shoulders. or, of uncommon 
height had to be narrowed or clipped 
in order to make this possible.

I mention this port, develop- 
ment not because we in America lack 
harbor advantages, but merely to show 
that Germany as a nation. sees the 
enormous importance to her welfare of 
a German-owned merchant marine. 
‘‘Canal development: in Germany is 
truly wonderful. I ‘was greatly im- 


| pressed by the size. of the canal boats 


and the number and infinite variety of 
the cargoes carried. ‘This subject: also 
requires serious reflection, but I re- 
serve my observations for some future 
time. Germany is not satisfied with 
cheap transportation to her northern 
ports, but carries the benéficial results 
to the heart of the republic by its 
series of fine canals. 

“From Hamburg I went to London, 


| and was there privileged to meet and 


talk with the best-informed Britishers 
on merchant marine. I was invited to 
address them and was tremendously 
glad of the opportunity to acquaint 
them direct with one or two phases of 
our American merchant marine. Hav- 
ing but_eleven days on the other side, I

I went to Paris and looked over our ;
